In Ouray two tenderfeet went to 
the top of a sheer cliff of sandstone, 
I just north of town. and tying a rope 
to a quaking-asp sapling, one lower­ 
ed the other about 3 0 feet down the 
face so that he could crawl into a 
hole which they had seen from the 
valley below'. 
The floor of the cave 
was covered with about a foot of 
ired dirt., which assayed IO oz. gold 
per ton. and this w’as the discovery 
of the American Nettie, since credit­ 
ed with an output of tw’o millions. 
Stratton was not exactly a tender­ 
i z e r , but he was a carpenter and not 
in any sense a miner, and prospected 
in the summer, and took for assay 
some common red granite that he 
found sticking up like a vein. And 
when his first carload of Independ­ 
ence granite rolled into the yards of 
the Boston & Colorado Smelting Co.,

learned to wear a clawhammer coat 
and boiled shirt, and mix with the 
“quality,’’ he was dining out. and 
the host said to a friend next him. 
“See that man down the table? Well. 
not over three years ago he was do­ 
ing a job of plumbing in my cellar, 
and he got into the wine bin and 
drank up a lot of nfy finest brand of 
champagne.” 
But it is not always thus with the 
tenderfoot, for it is recorded of the 
Osceola at Ophir that one of them 
refused to stake the outcrop, w'hich 
showed quantities of free gold, on

tenderfeet to show that no formation 
must be classed at sight as nongold-

“The rural school is the one lag­ 
gard in the educational procession,” 
declares E. T. 
Fairchild, 
Kansas 
stale superintendent 
of 
public in­ 
struction, in a monograph just pub­ 
lished for free distribution by the 
I United States Bureau of Education. 
This condition is due, among oth­ 
er things, to the fact that the em­ 
phasis of educational 
thought has 
been placed on the city schools, the 
high schools, and the colleges, 
at 
the expense of the rural school. Mr. 
Fairchild also finds that “ the ever- 
increasing trend of 
population to­ 
ward the cities, and the growing per 
cent of tenant farmers, have had a 
distinct and deterrent 
effect upon 
our country schools.” 
Don’t O unpleto Work 
‘‘The following is a true, though 
not a full indictment.” continues Mr. 
Fairchild. “ Of the 12.000,000 rural 
school children, constituting a clear 
majority of the whole number of the 
youth of school age, less than 25 
per cent are completing the work of 
the grades. The teaching body is im­ 
mature and lacks 
proper training. 
Terms are short. 
“School buildings are poor. Insani­ 
tary, and ill-equipped. 
The school 
enrollment is constantly decreasing. 
The supervision is wholly Inadequate. 
Cost of instruction is higher than in 
the grades. High school privileges arc 
denied the great majority of these 
boys and girls. 
“The strong, virile, rural school 
of a generation ago has gone, and 
in its place is a primary school weak 
in numbers and lacking in efficiency.

I century are not afforded equal edu­ 
cational opportunities.
